ON THE BATTLEFIELD AND IN DIPLOMATIC CIRCLES, THE 
PRO-\IESTERN FACTIONS FIGHTING IN ANGOLA THIS WEEK SUFFERED 
SERIOUS SETBACKS, THE SOVIET-BACKED POPULAR MOVEMENT FORCES -- 
SPEARHEADED BY THOUSANDS OF CUBAN TROOPS -- PRESSED A SUCCESSFUL 
DRIVE SOUTHWARD, CAPTURING HUAMBO, THE CITY THAT HAD BEEN 
SERVING AS THE HEADQUARTERS FOR UNITA AND THE NATIONAL 
FRONT, THE TWO PRO-\WESTERN FACTIONS LOST SILVO PORTO AND 
OTHER KEY CITIES AS WELL. BY WEEK'S END, POPULAR MOVEMENT 
FORCES REPORTEDLY HAD ADVANCED TO 'IITHIN TWO HUNDRED 
KILOMETERS OF A DEFENSE LINE MAINTAINED BY SOUTH AFRICA 
ALONG ANGOLA'S SOUTHERN BORDER WITH NAMIBIA, 

THE POPULAR MOVEMENT ALSO SCORED ANOTHER VICTORY THIS 
WEEK -=- THIS ONE It! THE ORGANIZATION OF AFRICAN UNITY, 

THE O-A-U ADMITTED THE PRO-SOVIET FACTION AS A FULL 
ORGANIZATION IIEMBER AND RECOGNIZED IT AS THE SOLE GOVERN- 
MENT IN WAR=TORN ANGOLA. 

HERE IN WASHINGTON, SECRETARY OF STATE KISSINGER TOLD 

A THURSDAY NEWS CONFERENCE THAT THE VICTORIES IN ANGOLA 


ARE NOT THOSE OF THE POPULAR MOVEMENT BUT CUBAN 
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VICTORIES BACKED UP BY SOVIET ARMS, HOWEVER, MISTER 
KISSINGER SAID WASHINGTON DOES NOT OBJECT TO THE POPULAR 
MOVEMENT IN ANGOLA AS RECOGNIZED BY THE ORGANIZATION OF 
AFRICAN UNITY:
